A dispatch received in London to- 
hight from Brussels extends the sphere 
of activities far to the north. This dis- 
patch said that the Belgian and French 
troops were opposing the Germans on 
a line beginning a short way south. of 
Ghent, running southwestward to Hal, 
southeast to Charleroi, and thence | 
southwest to Walcourt, with the main 
shock of conflict at Charleroi. 

It is probable that these two lines 
really are merged in one.

RUSSIANS MOVE 
ON IN PRUSSIA 


Invaders Drive German Army 
Back In Succession of 
Fleree Battles. 


LONDON, Aug. B. The correspondent 
of Reuter’s Telegram company at St. Pe- 
tersburg senda the following official an- 
nouncement made public in the Russian 
capital today: 

“The fights of the last few days have 
resulted in a wholesale retreat of the 
Germans, giving the Russians control of 
that part of eastern Prussia beyond the 
Vistula river.” 

Other official reports seem to show that 
the Russian advance through east Prussia 
to Koenigsborg is proceeding with un- 
interrupted successes. The losses on both 
sides have been heavy. 

The Daily News correspondent at St. 
Petersburg wires: 

“The Russian northern army now is 
fully conoentrated and has revealed re- 
markable striking force. After an ener- 
getic advance on the German lines along 
the eastern frontier of Prussia it suc- 
ceeded in capturing Insterburg. thus 


striking at and paralyzing one of the main 


centers of the east Prussian strategic 
railways.

TOKIO, Aug. 23.—The em- 
peror of Japan today declared 
war on Germany. 

This action was taken at the 
expiration of the time limit of 
Japan’s ultimatum to Germany 
demanding the surrender of 
Kiau-Chau.

Rescript Officially 
Inaugurates War. 

The imperial rescript, issued 
this evening, officially inau- 
gurates hostilities in the far east. 

The publication in Koksai of a 
Reuter dispatch from London an- 
nounced that the German em- 
peror had ordered that the Japa- 
nese effort to take Kiau-Chau be 
resisted, created only a mild sen- 
sation, because it was discounted 
by the noon gun in Tokio which 
announced war. 


War Declaration 
Thrills Country. 

The war proclamation of the 
emperor sent a thrill through the 
country. 

Japan’s entrance upon the ful- 
fillment of its obligations to its 
ally, Great Britain, responds to 
the popular will from one end of 
the land to the other. 

Cheering crowds assembled be- 
fore the buildings occupied by the 
department of foreign affairs and 
the administration of the navy. 
This evening there were lantern 
processions through the streets. 

The popular manifestations, 
however, do nét approach the en- 
thusiasm which preceded the war 
with Russia, 


U. S. Will Gaard 
German Interests. 

Count von Rex, the German 
ambassador, probably will leave 
for America, either on the Min- 
nesota, sailing Aug. 27, or the 
Manchuria, which departs on the 
29th. George W. Guthrie, the 
American ambassador, will rep- 
resent Germany.

THE IMPERIAL RESCRIPT, ISSUED AT TOKIO, AUGUST 23rd, 
6 p. . by the grace of Heaven, Emperor of Japan, seated on the 
| Throne occupied by the same Dynasty from time immemorial, do hereby make 
the following proclamation to all our loyal and brave subjects: 

We hereby declare war against Germany and we command our army and 
navy to carry on hostilities against that empire with all their strength, and we 
also command all our competent authorities to make every effort, in pursu- 
ance of their respective duties, to attain the national aim by all means within

Since the outbreak of the present war in Europe, the calamitous effect of 
which we view with grave concern, we on our part have entertained hopes 
of preserving the peace of the Far East by the maintenance of strict neutrality,. 
but the action of Germany has at length compelled Great Britain, our ally, to 
open hostilities against that country, and Germany is, at Kiau-Chau, its 
leased territory in China, busy with warlike preparations, while its armed 
vessels, cruising the seas of Eastern Asia are threatening our commerce ami that 
Peace of the Far East is thus im jeopardy.

Accordingly our government and that of his Britannic Majesty, after full 
and frank communication with e&ch other, agreed to take such measures as. 
may be necessary for the protection of the general interests, contemplated 
in the Agreement of Alliance, and we on our part, being deirous to attain that 
object by peaceful means, commanded our government to offer with sincerity 
an advice to the Imperial German government. , 

By the last day appointed for the purpose, however, our government f 
to receive an answer accepting its advice. 
we, in spite of our ardent devotion to the cause of peace, are thus compelled 
to declare war, especially at this early period of our reign and while we are 
still in mourning for our lamented mother. 

It is our earnest wish that by the loyalty and valor of our faithful eubjects 
peace may soon be restored and the glory of the empire be enhanced.

The United States, the one big neu- 
tral power of the world, is now repre- 
senting all of the belligerent nations in 
the capitals of their enemies. 


WAR DECREE PLEASES JAPS. 

Japanese officials here expressed sat- 
isfaction with their nation’s declaration 
eof war on the kaiser. They contin- 
ually” advert to the relinquishment o? 
Feng-Tien by Japan in 1895 at the 
behest of Germany, France, and Rus- 
sia, and say that they now will en- 
den vor to even up scores. Haniel von 
Haimhausen, the German chargé d'af- 
faires, declined to comment upon the 
move made by Japan. 

German officials generally denounce 
Japan’s action as a cowardly blow in 
the back delivered to a nation that has 
its hands full fighting three of the 
greatest powers in the world. 

While asserting that Kiau-Chau will 
make a gallant defense, which it will 
take months to break, they admit that 
if the war lasts long enough and Japan 
employs an overwhelming proportion of 


_its armed forces the possession will be 


captured. 
CITED AS WASTE OF LIFE. 

It is a pity, say the Germans, that 
all this waste of life and treasure 
should take place as an infinitesimal] in- 
cident to a war that will be decided 
in Europe. Even if Japan takes Kiau- 
Chau, they contend, the future control 
of the territory will be determined by 
the result of the contest in Europe. 

Japanese officials reply with a smile 
that perhaps the attack on Kiau-Chau- 
is cowardly, but that it is no less cow- 
ardly than the work of Germany in 
wresting from Japan the fruit of its 
victory over China in 1895. Not for 
a minute do they forget their loss of 
Feng-Tien, for which they blame the 
kaiser. 


JAPANESE LOSE SYMPATHY. 


This attitude on the part of the Japa- 
nese has cost them a good deal of sym- 
pathy, if one may judge by public opin- 
ion in Washington. Germany unques- 
tionably made supreme efforts to keep 
the war from spreading to the orient. It 
offered to neutralize German possessions 
in the far east. Japan would not listen 
to the proposition. Germany tried to ac- 
complish a peaceful restitution of Kiau- 
Chau to China, an object Japan professes 
to desire to accomplish, But Japan 
warned China to receive Kiau-Chau from 
no hands but the mikado’s and insisted 
upon taking the territory directly from 
Germany. 

This action on the part of Japan has 
spread the notion that its motive is en- 
tirely ulterior and certainly Japanese 
officials practically admit such to be the 
truth. 


REGARD MANIFESTO AS WIA. 

Much surprise is expressed bere that 
Japan did not make out a better case 
against Germany in ‘its declaration of 
war. It im generally regarded as the 
weakest of the remarkable collection of 
manifestoes of this character which have 
preceded the clash of arms in the world 
war. ; 

The only allegations against the kaiser 
in the declaration are that. “ Germany 
is at Kiau-Chau, its leased territory in 
China, busy with warlike preparations, 
while its armed vessels cruising seas of 
eastern Asia are threatening our com- 
merce and that of our ally.” 

German officials contend that the only 
warlike preparations going on at Kiau- 
Chau were such as Germany was jiS*i- 
fied in taking with three natiogs fighting 
her and a fourth threatening to go to 
the assistance of Great Britain. Had no 


' Germans are confident that ble 


will show Japan's attack to have 
been purely wanton. They believe it 


will be disclosed that Great Britain did 


not call upon its ally for assistance, but 
that Japan initiated the negotiations and 
finally obtained British consent to at- 
tack Germany. . 
Some observers believe that Japan 
may find it has put its foot in it by at- 
tacking Germany. It is pointed out 
that if Germany continues its successes 
in Europe the war is likely to end soon 
in vietoxy for the kaiser. In that event 
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off Japan while the siege of Kiau-Chaa 
is still in progress. 

Because of the menace to American 
interests in the orient, President Wilson 
will direct all his energies to maintaining 
the neutrality of the United States. 

This will require great watchfulness, 
for the belligerents undoubtedly will en- 
deavor to procure supplies in ports of 
the Philippine islands. Gov. Harrison 
has been instructed to exercise great care 
to prevent any violation of American 
neutrality in the islands.

KAISER REFUSES A REPLY. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram company: from Am- 
sterdam says an official communica- 
tion received there from Berlin declares 
that the Japanese diplomatic repre- 
sentative in the German capital today 
received by word ot mouth the German 
answer to tne Japanese ultimatum. 
This was that the German govern- 
ment had no reply to make to the Jap- 
anese demands. The government there- 
fore was obliged to recall the German 
ambassador at Tokio and hand pass 
ports to the Japanese chargé d'affaires 
at Berlin. 

LONDON HEARS OF DECREE. 
The Japanese embassy nere an- 
nounced today that the emperor of 
Japan had issued an imperial rescript 
declaring war on Germany. 

The British official press bureau 
makes the following announcement: 
“Orders have been issued by the 
Austro-Hungarian government to the 
cruiser Kaiserin Elisabeth, lying in 
Kia u-Chau ‘harbor, to disarm, and the 
crew proceed to Tien-Tsin.” 


TSING-TAU TO FIGHT HARD. 
TSING-TAU, Aug. 23.—German 
preparation on the defense of Taing- 
Tau and the territory of Kiau-Chau is 
complete. , | 

News of German victories in Europe 
has been circulated and has increase 
the confidence of the defending forces. 
The ‘governor of Kiau-Chau, Meyer 
Waldeck, has issued a. proclamation

German seaport are being cared for at, 


AUSTRIANS LOSE

I was told that 
the value of the ship would be paid to me 
when the war waa over. 

We were given only half an hour to 
eave the ship before it was dynamited. 
The Russians placed a large charge of 
dynamite in the hold and this was set off

CHICAGOANS SEE GERMANS 
EXECUTE FLEEING ALIENS, 


J. H. Mussbaums Witness Deaths 
of Six Frenchmen and a Bussian 
Found on Train. 


Philadelphia. Pa. Aug. 23.—{Special.} 
The brutality and borrer of the war 
wes viewed at frst hand by Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Nussbaum and their two 
children, Dorothy and Hamilton, of 4455 
Grand boulevard, Chicagp, who reached 
this port today on the American liner 
Dominion from Liverpool with 565 pas- 
sengers, most of them American tourists. 
They left Berlin on the last train which 
crossed the. border before the rajiroadse 
were seized by the military authorities, 

As the train reached Fort Wesel, the 
Nussbaum party saw a body of soldiers 
coming through the train inapécting all 
passports and credentials. As their 
passports were ready they were not both- 
ered. They were horrified, however, to 
see the soldiers drag six nune—as they ap- 
peared to be—from the train. Outside 
their robes were torn off and instead of 
nuns they were found to be six French- 
men, who were endeavoring to escape 
from Germany. All were lined up and 
shot. 

A little further back in the train the 
searching soldiers came across a Rus- 
lan who carried a bomb in his pocket. 
He met the same fate as the Frenchmen. 
Then the train moved on. 

The Nussbaums lost all their furni- 
ture and almost all personal possessions 
which they had in their apartments in 
Berlin.

Paris Tells Effects of the War.| 


BY CAROLYN WILSON. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 
TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—On the eve of the most 
tremendous war the world has ever 
known, France is radiantly, steadfistly 
calm. She is like a mystic in whose eyes 
there is the strange, holy light of faith: 
her face glows with a mysterious joy. 

I can’t explain it—this atmosphere of 
France. It is totally opposed to the 
hysteria of Americans in national crises: 
it has no elements of the German bravado 
and husky courage; nor is it the stoical, 
aimest sullen, loyalty of the English. It 
is something almost spiritual—very deli- 
cate, very sincere. 

We are accustomed to thinking of the 
French as a nervous, high strung, badly 
balanced race, who at the first moment 
of éxcitement lose their heads complete- 
ly, and the result of riots, mobs, and de- 
feated energy. 


Paris Awesomely Tranquil. 
Paris has been the most awesomely 
tranquil place I have ever seen during 
these terrible tense days of suspense. 
Each night the boulevards were full of 
people, who. moved with order and low 
pitched voices up and down the streets, 
discussing the latest news and buying 
each extra as it came wet from the 
press. I have not seen a sign of a riot 
or any need for police interference. 

And can you realize what it means? 
Every man you see on the street—the 
chauffeur who drives you, the clerk who 
waits on you, the man who is fondling 
that little boys curly head, the dude who 
fixes his monocle carefully before look- 
ing at the glaring headlines; every one 
without choice or favoritism—knows ex- 
actly on which day he will go. There is 
no hope as there is with us, even in the 
last extremity of drafting. It is final and 
accepted. 


And there will not be a man left in 


Paris who is over 18 or under . The 
efecct of this on bubiness is stupendous. 
Already with the first installment of ex- 
1 most of the trams and busses have 
stopped—their drivers have gone. The 
gas and electricity will be turned off to- 
n'gbt. There is no one to attend to the 
tower houses Milk will be delivered at 
tne Maire only to those registering for 
sick persons or children. 


All the green produce of the markets, 


which comes from the suburbs, is already | 


Hut off. In front of the big stores for 
days there has deen a Une of half a mile 
iy length. All the shutters are up, all 
the doors are locked but one, and they let 
ir. ten people at a time and limit their 
bu ing. Money is scarcer than the pro- 
vcrbial hen's teeth. Men and women with 
hundred franc notes in their pockets are 
li erally starving. No one will accept or 
change the mcney. 


Subway Trains Are All. 


AB the taxis have been either put in the 
rarage or requisitioned for the war, and 
no more petrol can be bought except by 
the government. Except for the haif 
curly trains on the subways there is no 
made of transportation tn Paris, unless 
one includes the infrequent cabs, which 
are charging scandalous prices. 

On the whole, though, prices have re- 
mained remarkably steady. A slight in- 
crease, not more, on an average, than 5 
per cent, is noticeable, but think what 
America would do in a similar case! 

The case of the Americans now in Paris 
wold be amusing if it were not so deadly 
scricous. Yesterday morning there must 
have been 1,000 persons at one time in 
the small quarters of the American Ex- 
press company—al!l trying to get money 
and all trying to get out of Paris. I have 
never seen such an unhappy, disillu- 
sioned, quarrelsome bunch in my life—

There was a train leaving Paris at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but ao great 
was the crowd and so numerous the de- 
lays and complications about baggage 
that almost none of the Americans who 
went there two hours in advance got 
off.

The stations are filled with thousands 
and thousands of peopic—foreigners and 
Frenchmen getting out of Paris, where 
they think they stand a very poor show 
in case of famine. There were easily 5.000 
men and women and children standing 
and sitting on their trunks and lying 
on the mattresses they brought with them 
at the Gare Montparnasse last night, all 
waiting for the morning to take the first 
train out. And during the night there 
was a terrific thundersterm and down- 
pour, from which they were not able te 
shelter themselves. 

Women on Bvery Side, 

At the Gare de Est and Gare dt Nord 
the scene was more impressive. Soldiers 
were ping in with their knapsacks, of- 
ficers were seeing to their mall wicker 
trunks, and on every aide were women— 
women of every class, the wife from the 
smart Etoile district and the sweetheart 
from the student quarter. 

Women of the world and women of the 
street stood hand in hand while the train 
pulled out, and watched through their 
tears the young faces at the windows and 
saw the bared heads of the soldiers who 
joined in the mighty thrilling anthem 
“La Marseillaise.” 

All the old prejudice of Americans for 
Frenchmen, that criticism which was al- 
most a sneer, died that night in the hearts 
of all the Americans who saw for the 
first time the real beauty of the French 
spirit. They are men to be proud of—nos 
petits soidats.

An interesting diary of the experiences 
of a Chicagoan in Germany ard :Tolland 
during the early stages of the war reached 
Chicago yesterday.

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AMERICANS SE 
HORRORS OF WAR 
FLEEING GERMANY 


Chicagoans at The Hague 
Tell How Russian Bomb 
Hurlers Were Killed. 


SOME ATTACKED BY MOBS 


—— 


THE HAGUE, via London, Aug. 23.—A 
train from Lucerne, Switseriand, arrived 
here this afternoon with 300 American 
refugees. They bring a number of inter- 
esting stories regarding their experiences 
on the continent and report that the ut- 
most courtesy was extended to them 
throughout Germany. 

At one large town a crowd of people 
assembled and waved American flags as 
the travelers passed through. 


Many Suffer from Shock. 

Many of the refugees arrived in a highly 
nervous ‘state, due to their experiences in 
Germany. 

Mr. and Mrs. Neil Satterlee of Chicago 
were looking out of their hotel window 
in Munich when two men, presumably 
Russians, threw a bomb under an army 
wagon. A mob gathered and quickly bat- 
tered the offenders out of all semblance 
to human beings. 

Clement Petit went to a garage in Ber- 
lin to get his automobile. He found the 
attendants cleaning up the floor where a 
Russian, pursued by a mob from the 
street, had been kicked to death. Mr. 
Fetit's mother wes present in the Avalon 
hotel in Berlin when the police rushed in 
and arrested two American journalists 
who were suspected? of being English 
spies. She fainted at the sight, and is 
still suffering from shock. 

Sees Berlin Spy Shot. 

Simon Spinggarn .witnessed the shoot- 
ing of a suspected spy in front of the 
Anhalt railroad station in Berlin. 

The Americans here without exception 
declare their treatment in Germany was 
courteous, except on the evening and the 
day following Great Britain's declaration 
of war. 

On these days hundreds of Americans. 
because they spoke English, were ar- 
rested or otherwise molested by the pop- 
ulace, whom anger and disappointment 
had for the moment transformed into a 
raging and unreagoning mob. 

Even at the height of the excitement, 
however, German officers intervened to 
protect Americans. Stanley Silver was 
sitting im a Munich cafe with a woman 
friend. when Great Britain's declaration 
of war was announced. 

The other persons in the cafe assumed 
a threatening attitude toward him, but 
a German major ‘sitting at an adjoining 
table ordered the crowd back and escorted 
the two Americans to the police station. 
There they were in safety and were soon 


Munich at the rate of 200 a day. 
The n 1 1 ™ day 
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Munsey, the publisher, who hae been ac- 
tive among relief workers at Carlebad. 

Prof. M. H. Haertei of the Universty of 
Wisconsin, with a party of twenty-four 
college girls, arrtved from Munich. They 
had a fairly comfortable trip out. 

The Ostend and Boulogne boats sent 
over 1,500 travelers to London today. 
Five boat trains were required for the 
passengers at Folkestone. Hundreds of 
Americans from Switzerland and Italy 
were in the crowd. 

Those from Italy said the movement of 
Americans toward the north of Italy has 
just commenced. When the war broke 
out they rushed to southern Italy, but 
found there were few steamers sailing 
from there and that passage rates were 
extortionate. Consequently all who can 
get money are turning north, bound for 
London. 

Americans say tourists marooned in 
Italy and Switzerland can get to Paris 
if they are willing to endure the tedious 
trip on the railroad trains. 


Parties Try to Reunite. 
Charing Cross station here has been

cial parties which were separated on the 
continent are endeavoring to reunite 
London. ts 

The women of the American committ 
are still meeting all boat trains and assist- 
ing American, Belgian, and English 
women to find friends or accommodations 
in London. They have investigated lists 
of hotels and boarding houses and advise 
unchaperoned women concerning lodging. 
Many of those who have arrived here 
are without funds, but excellent relief 
work has been done by the American con- 
sul general at Munich and others, with 
the result that wealthier Americans have 
supplied their poorer compatriots with 
finds. 


Seven Hundred Sail for U. &. 
NAPLES, Italy, via Paris, Aug. 23.— 
The steamer San Guglielmo has left here 
for the United States. There are on board 
700 Americans, including John Boyle, the 
New York sculptor, and his wife, and 
Singer Beck of Chicago. 


CHICAGO MANUFACTURER 
ESCAPES FROM GERMAN MOB. 


C. LI. Willey with Wife in London 
Tells How Soldiers Took Party 
for Russian Spies. 


LONDON, Aug. 22.—C. L. Willey, a 
Chicago manufacturer, and his wife ar- 
rived in London tonight after escaping 
from a mob at Offenburg, Baden, at the 
beginning of the war. They were the 
first to enter Offenburg by automobile 
after the declaraticn of war and were 
mistaken for, Russian spies. 
According to Mr. Willey, excited police, 
soldiers, and citizens surrounded their 
ear. All the members of the party were 
taken into custody and held until their 
baggage was searched. The automobile

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The first definitemove of the city to re- 

duce war time food prices will be made 
this afternoon at a special meeting of the 
city council when an ordinance to pro- 
hibit forestalling and regrating and an 
erdinance to license cormmissicn houses 
and wholesalers, will be presented. 

The ordinance requiring commission 
' firms and wholesalers of food to have 
licenses will give the city power to bring 
the books of the concerns into open court 
ata public hearing. Several firms Satur- 
day refused their books to investigators 
gent out by Mrs. Leonora Z. Meder of the 
city welfare bureau. 

This ordinance, which was prepared by 
Ald. James H. Lewiey, chairman of the 
municipal markets commission, will put 
the power of investigation under Dr. 
George B. Young, health commissioner, 
and any commission firm convicted of the 
violation of the ordinances, will lose its 
license to operate in the city. 


City Given Drastic Power. 

The ordinance against hoarding food- 
stuffs to enhance their value an@egainst 
combinations for speculation, was drawn 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Leon 
Hornstein and gives the city drastic 
powers. The fine for violation of this 
ordinance is $50 to §200 a day for every 
Violation. 

Mre. Meder’s tnvestigators will con 
tinue their work this week. Investiga- 
ters from the health department are also 
checking up the prices in various parts 
of the city. During the week, Mrs. Meder 
will visit Kansas City, Baltimore, and 
New York to study the welfare organiza- 
tions in those cities and, incidentally, in- 
gpect some of the markets. 

“The municipal markets commission is 
going ahead with plans to establish five 
retail stores in the city,” Alderman Law- 
ley said yesterday. We intend to have 
@ means of forcing the retailers to put 
their prices down to reason and we pian 
to handle the wholesalers by legislation. 

“It ie probable that some arrangement 
wilt be affected with the commission op 
unemployment, whereby the $25.000 that 
was appropriated for the work of that 
commission last winter may be diverted 
to the markets com#mission for the estab- 
lishment of municipal markets.” 


Meat Investigation Continues. 
Assistant District Attorney APert IL. 
Hopkins is pushing the inquiry into 
causes of high meat prices for the gov- 
ernment. He will call several clerke with 
the books of the companies before the 
grand jury this morning.

McReynolds Sees Concrete

INDICTMENTS IN SIGHT. 


Nr A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—[{Special.J 
Attorney General McReynolds looks for 
the food price inquiry now in progress 
throughcut the United States to produce 
concrete results this week. 

Instructions have been iasued to all dis- 
trict attorneys, as well as all specia! in- 
vestigators of the department, to report 
by wire daily on their work. 

Grand jurtes in several of the larger 
cities, including Chicago, Buffalo, San 
Francisco, Kansas City, Philadelphia, 
New York, and Washington, are expected 
to bring in true bills against some of the 
persons responsible fer the sudden in- 
crease in prices. 

The indictments, it is expected here, 
will be followed by a prompt reduction in 
the price of the articles controlled by the 
persons and firms indicted. 


Some Prices Already 

Both the department of commerce and 
department of justice, which have been 
coéperating in the price inquiry, have 
viewed with satisfaction the reduction ip 
prices of various commodities, especially 
meats, four, and sugar, during the last 
of the week. This reduction, the heads of 
these departments say, is undouttedly at- 
tributable to the investigation of wnder- 
lying causes and the publicity given the 
investigation. 

Within another week or ten days the 
séministration expects te force prices 
down to normal.

Cologne Road Shortest Route, 
It must be held in mind that the short-

There is considerable reason for the 
belief that France, while considering it 
quite possible that the Germans might 
use this line of operations, thought it 
more probable that the Germans would 
avoid Belgium, at the beginning of a war 
at least, as it would involve the Beigian 
army of some 200,000 men, and would 
surely bring England inte the war. 


French Army Near Laon. 

Tt therefore seems probable that the 
French concentration was arranged for 
certainly not farther north than Laon, 
and between that place and Epinal. While 
this line [the Namur-Paris roads) is 
probably not the line of advance of the 
strongest German column, still it is a 
strong movement directed straight at the 
French left wing. 

The French concentration on the line 
mentioned above probably has or was just 
about to be completed when the strength 
of this German column made its weight 
felt. This undoubtedly has caused a con- 
centration of the French forees further 
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beuge so as to keep as many defenders as 
possible tn that area and prevent their re- 
tinforcing the French main army, and, 
lastly, te gain a port close to the English 
channel for carrying on torpedo opera- 


much of the main French army as poesi- 
ble on to itself. If this is successfully 
done, the great bulk of the German army, 
which is belleved o be based on Coblenz 
ani Mayonce, can be expected to force 
ite way across the French frontier de- 
tweem Verdun and Montmedy (centered 
about on Longwy) and direct its march 
toward Reims. 

The object of the whole movement 18 
a turning of the French right wing and 
ite isolation somewhere in the area be- 
tween Reims and Maubeuge in much the 
same manner as was done with the 
French army in Sedan in the war of 1870. 


Alsace Operations Secondary. 

It. therefore, la seen that the operations 
tu the south—that is, in Alsace and Lor- 
raine—have been of an entirely secondary 
naiure and designed te keep and hold as 
many of the French corps as possible in 
that region. 

The advance guards of the two main 
armies are now in contact and there will 
do constant fighting from day to day until 
the great contest takes place. This in it- 
seif may take a week or more to decice. 
U cannot be avoided by the French and 
English except by a concentration prac- 
tically on the line of Paris, and the 
French army even in that case would 
stand an excellent chance of being broken 
or divided by the German advance. 
Therefore, the French army has prac- 
tically been forced to accept battle some- 
where in the vicinity of Reims and north- 
east of it. 


Russia Not Dangerous Yet. 
The dispatches from the Russian fron- 
tiers of Austria and Germany contain no 
information of any consequence, only 
indicating that the Russians are endeav- 
oring to cover their concentrations by 
mall attacks all along the lines. It is 
weil known that Russia can do nothing 

serious for a month or more to come, 
Germany has at the present time on her

‘more than tardy action. 

One constructive proposal has been made by Tur 
Trisuns, however, of immediate value.

President Wilson wisely preservés 
our strict neutrality. We have no sustaining emo- 
tion of patriotism in this war. We get the full of 
the nausea, although we are spared the suffering. 
Probably more here than in Europe there is revolt 
against tne hideousness of it. To us the scene is 
as exhilarating as a killing room in the stockyards. 
We observe it in dull terror without the exaltation 
of national emotion which may sustain the com- 
batants. 

Therefore we are pacific. We are against war 


And yet it is wise to say with regard to Japan that 
this generation of Americans is not willing to make 
trouble inevitable for the next. We are not bellig- 
erent. We never were so devoted to peace. We 
never saw the glories of militarism so completely 
flattened into a sodden mass; but with every con- 


the obligations of one generation to another. 

No coward exists whose state is so contemptible 
as the one who involves a dependent in dangers in 
order that he may be secure. The government may 
be trusted to indicate that it has this concern at 
heart.

For the second time in the last half 
century Engiand is preparing to stop the 
flight of the American eagie over the seas 
and lasso and strangie him. At this mo- 
ment when the American nation heralds 
the beginning of a new era and is about 
to move into the place due her among the 
ranks of seafaring nations, it is in order 
to look back over the events of the past 
fifty years and note that at one time the 
union had every prospect of gaining the 
ascendency over England in foreign com- 
merce.

Putting Up Grape Juice.

Cabbage Stalk Economy. 


HE barren fields of Europe, war 
swept, have many times in cen- 
turies past been gone over for 
scanty roots or dried stems of cut 
off vegetables to keep a famine 
stricken people alive. The cabbage stalk 
has been the most definite ingredient of 
thousands of poor soup pots, even when 
war was not devastating countries. The 
thrifty have always cut it down for them- 
selves or cattle to eat, while the unthrifty 
have left it in the flelde to stand till plant- 
ing time again. Cabbage soups are na- 
tional dishes in more than one country of 
Europe, and one of these, an Arab stew, 
“le couscouses,” is very famous, as are 
several stuffed cabbage dishes. 
One hardly expecta to find recipes for 
cooking such refuse or what is commonly 
go considered, as the cabbage stalk, in 
high class cookery books, yet in such a 
ee, Anglo-Indian, is to be found the fol- 
lowing: 

— 
Boiled Cabbage Stalks—” Get some very 
thick cabbage stalks, trim off the outside 
till you come to the soft part. Cut this 
into lengths of four inches, boil in salt 
water till quite tender, take them out 
carefully, lay them on nicely buttered 
toast, put some butter over them, and dust 
with pepper and salt. This is so delicious 
that it is quite nice enough for an en- 
tree.“

Certainly there are edible parte of many 
plants which are very generally wasted. 
The root of the celery stalk is cut off 
and thrown away instead of being pared 
and served, since it is sweet and delicious 
and not stalky like the outside stems. 
The inner stalk of the summer leaf ict- 
tuce and romaine is white and sweet, yet 
it is quite generally thrown away. | 

To waste the very marrow of the plant 
—and the heart of the cabbage stalk may 
be called that—is like wasting the mar- 
row of meat bones, as hase been dome to 
such an enormous extent; although the 
daintiest of fat garnishes for such a vege- 
table as celery and less well knows car- 
doon may be made from it. 
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The stalky central part of the new caib- 
bage has already been recommended in 
this column. It may be used in place of 
crisp celery or radishes in a macedoine 
of vegetables for a salad, cut in julienne 
strips or sliced in very thin rounds to 
garnish any vegetable salad, in which 
shape it will suggest those white and criep 
Chinese vegetables of the expensive kinds 
of chop suey. 

If this cabbage stalk is boiled there is 
no need of discarding it when cutting up 
the leaves for some dainty use. Cold 
boiled cabbage well drained and light 
instead of soggy, is célicious fried a tight 
brown in butter, and the stalk part, cut 
in thin slices, is just as good as the reet.

IN LONG LETTER 


State’s Attorney Hints at 
Possible Grand Jury Ac- 
tion Against Sweltzer. 


FAVORITISM is CHARGED 


Possible grand jury action against 
County Clerk Sweitzer was seen yester- 
day in a letter sent to County Judge 
Owens by State’s Attorney Maclay 
Hoy ne, charging that iNegal favoritism 
was shown by Sweitzer in placing the 
regular Republican and Democratic siates 
first in the order of filing. 

Ancther possible development is thet 
Judge Owens and the election commis- 
sioners may ignore the certification of the 
order of filing by the county clerk and 
themselves determine where the names 
should go on the ballot. 

Such action, if taken, it was stated, in 
view of the state's attorney's letter, 
would be predicated on the general charge 
of illegal favoritism on the part of the 
clerk. 


Could Change Order on Ballots. 

If such a move is made, Judge Owens 
could certify the Hearst-Harrison slates 
first if he saw fit, or could arrange the 
names, as suggested by Mr. Hoyne, in 
alphabetical order. Such a move, how- 
ever, it was stated last night, will be re- 
msted by court action at once. 

State's Attorney Hoyne, in his lengthy 
letter to the county judge, among other 
things charges that the clerk ilegally 
favored the regular Republican and the 
so-called Sullivan slates, and that he has 
information that he intended to do so be- 
fore the day for filing arrived. 

He informs the county judge that grand 
jury action may be taken subsequent to 
the primary, but that immediate action 
should be taken by the judge to protect 
the rights of the candidates, 


“Slates” Get First Places, He Says. 

Relative to precedence given state can- 
dicates, Mr. Hoyne says: 

Prior to the first day for fling pet“ 
tions, the daily newspapers repeatedly 
printed the so-called siates or tickets of 
the Sullivan Democracy and the Deneen 
Republicans. 

“The various gentlemen named on 
these slates were almost invariably, ac- 
ecrding to the records of the county clerk, 
the first to file petitions in his office. 

It has been charged that certam peti- 
tions sent by mail were contained in en- 


velopes having distinguishing marks, and | 
that all envelopes containing petiione 


were destroyed. 

It ie charged that the order of filing 
petitions which would give a preferred 
rlace on the ballot was an open matter 
of political barter and trade for some 
weeks prior to the time for filing peti- 
tions.” 


Sweitzer Denies Charges. 

When Mr. Sweitzer was informed of 
Hoyne’s letter he denied there was any 
truth in the charges and characterized 
them as ridiculous. He said:

They followed the assertion by the Ash- 
land-Tweifth depositors’ committee that 
it was about to push criminal prosecution 
of the men responsible for the closing of 
the bank. Speedy payment of the deposi- 
tors also will be demanded of the state 
auditor. 


Facts of Organization. 
The facts of the organization are briefly’ 
as follows: 

The Ashiand-Tweifth bank, which 
legally should have opened with a 
paid in capital and surplus of $220,000, 
began business with $12, in cash, 
The balance, $208,000, was never paid 
in, but was represented by notes in 
the La Salle bank signed by various 
tools of Munday. To balance the 
books of the Ashland-Twelfth bank, a 
sum of about $200,000 was shown to be 
on deposit with the La Salle bank. 

Munday subscribed to, and was sup- 
posed to have paid for, a total of 1.500 
shares of stock in the bank. He 
parceled these out to his tools and 
violated the banking law by register- 
ing the amount of his subscription 
with the county recorder 30 days after 
organization. as being only 110 shares. 
In the report given to the public, Mun- 
day states his holdings as 260 shares 


Must Hide Own Name. 

Munday could not let his own name ap- 
pear on the books of the La Salle bank 
as a borrower, bo he persuaded several 
other men to sign their names to notes 
given to the downtown bank. They never 
received the money for their notes, but 
were nominally the holders of shares of 
stock in the Ashiand-Tweifth bank. The 
banking laws provide cash shall be paid 
in for the capital of a new bank, yet the 
capital of the west side institution ex- 
isted only on paper. The bank examiner 
was shown a supposed deposit of $200,000 
in the downtown bank.

Letters will be malled te day to 
all members of the association asking 
them to report at once the products which 
can no longer be obtained for manufac- 
turing purposes. 


Substitutes to Be Devised. 

Arrangements will be made with chem- 
ical houses and other firms to cevise 
substitutes for the materials. If sources 
other than European are availabiz the 
manufactufers will be advised cf them. 

“Some industries of the middle west 
soon may be stricken seriously if rubati- 
tute chemicals and other products are 
not obtained, said John M. Glenr. secre- 
tary of the association.

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U.S. SHIPS WILL 
REMAIN NEUTRAL 


Wilson to Ask Bar on Gov- 
ernment Owned Vessels 
Bearing Contraband. 


UP TO PRIVATE FIRMS. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washingon, D. C., Aug. 23.—[{Special.] 
—In urging the immediate passage of the 
bill providing a $25,000,000 line of govern- 
ment owned ships to carry American 
products overseas during the war, the ad- 
ministration will give assurances that the 
move will not endanger American neu- 
trality. A provision restricting the 
operation of the vessels so as to obviate 
this danger may be inserted in the mea“ 
ure. 

President Wilson already has stated 
that the government would not embark 
on this venture if private capital would 
buy the ships necessary to handke Amer- 
lan exports. Inasmuch as private cap- 
ital appears reluctant, he holds that the 
government must meet the emergency. 

Even should the bill pass the admin- 
| istration would not carry out its pro- 
visions if private capital should furnish 
the requisite number of bottoms. 


Will Not Help Belligerents. 
| The president has explained that it is 
not the intention to have these govern-

While the 
supplying of contraband is permissible 
to individual Americans under interna- 
tional law subject to the risk of capture 
and condemnation of the cargoes, the 
transportation of contraband by govern- 
ment owned ships would be regarded as 
a violation of neutrality. 

The assurances given by the admins 
tra tion will be that the government owned 
ships will transport cargoes only to neu- 
trai countries. Even this limitation 
might involve the United States in con- 
troversy with belligerents concerning the 
uHimate destination of supplies consigned 
to neutrals. The British, for example, 
might complain that cargoes of flour 
shipped in government owned boats to 
Holland were really destined for the Ger- 
man army. 


* 
Latin Trade Chief Object. 

For this reason some of the president's 
advisers believe it would be safest to em- 
pioy the government boats solely in the 
South American trade. That would leave 
private capita] free to supply American 
boats for the transatlantic trade. The 
need of neutral bottoms on the South 
American routes is represented as press- 
ing. 

Technically, under the terms of the 
preciamations of contraband by the bel- 
ligerents, it would be permissible for 
government owned vessels to transport 
cargoes of foodstuffs to any of the bel- 
ligerent nations so long as it should ap- 
pear conclusively that the articles were 
destined for the consumption of noncom- 
batants. Foodstuffs are contraband of 
war only when supplied to an enemy's 
government or department thereof, or to 
an enemys armed forces. 


Seek to Avoid Trouble. 

But if foodstuffs are destined for use in 
war the destination is generally con- 
cealed. The captor must prove the war- 
like purpose of a shipment of foodstuffs, 
otherwise the purpose is presumed to be 
a peaceful one. 

But it would be embarrassing for the 
United States to become involved in con- 
troversies over contraband. This would 
be sailing pretty close to trouble, in the 
opinion of critics of the administration 
measure.

The wheat farmers of the west and 
| Berth west are dictating wheat prices to 
a large extent at the present time and the 
ducers was « big factor in the wheat mar- 
ket last week. Stocks at gulf and Atlas- 
tic ports piled up as the result of the tem- 
‘porary blockade caused by the war, but 
judging from clearances, the congestion 
has been greatly relieved, and with the 
gutlet for our wheat unimpeded at the 
present at least the attitude of the farm- 
er becomes all the more important. 

The average wheat grower believes that 
prices will be high, if not this year the 
season following, provided the war con- 
tinges any length of time, and naturally 
he is disposed to hold his wheat. Prices 
at Chicago and other markets recovered 
all the losses made recently, Saturday 
touching the highest points on the crop. 
Closing prices for the week were Me to 
10%c higher. 


Short Sellers Intimidated. 

There has been no disposition to sell 
short to any extent and the fack of of- 
ferings from the country, with cash prices 
climbing faster than the futures, did not 
afford an encouraging prospect for the 
bears. No. 2 red sold at a premium of 
4c over September, and No. 2 hard sold 
at 2c premium. This reflected the con- 
tinued demand from both exporters and 
milis, the latter replenishing stocks as 
fast as possible, owing tothe urgent flour 
demand. 

Both spring wheat and winter wheat 
mills have been doing a tremendous busi- 
ness both for export and domestic ac- 
count. Stocks in all positions at the end 
of the crop year were extremely light, 
and as much of the spring wheat is of 
poor quality the demand for winter wheat 
has been so much the better. The Cana- 
dian crop is estimated by Canadian Pa- 
cific officials at 150,000,000 bu in the 
northwest, or 45,000,000 bu less than a 
year ago, with only a moderate portion of 
good milling quality. Crop experts place 
our northwest crop materially less than 
a year ago. 

Clearances on Saturday were 1,522,000 
bu wheat and flour and for the week were 
about 7,000,000 bu. It is expected the Illi- 
nots Central's embargo on grain ship- 
ments to New Orleans will 
shortly. 


Foreign Conditions Unchanged.

Firmneses continued in the market for 
eggs at Chicago last week, but prices 
of butter developed a downward trend 
and closed at a loss of %e a pound. The 
cheese market was firm and closed with 
American shapes 4@%c a pound higher, 
while brick showed a gain of ic a pound. 
.Foreign makes of cheese were 
offered and attracted little attention at 
former prices. 

Potatoes sold lower most of the week, 
but closed with a strong upward tendency 
and are expected to sell higher this week. 
Poultry values, on the other hand, opened 
at an advance and closed barely steady 
for old chickens and roosters and % a 
pound lower for springs. 

Fruits Drop; Demand Dull 

Fruit prices - deciined, There were 
heavier receipts of the principal varieties 
from nearby producing centers and the 
demand did not keep pace with the sup- 
ply. Apples, poaches, pears and grapes 
were among the principal fruits lowered 
in costs. Home grown vegetables were 
also plentiful and cheaper, with warm, 
sultry weather restricting the consump- 
tion and forcing prompt sales. 

Receipts of butter for the week showed 
@ moderate decrease and reports from 
producing centers continued to tell of a 
restricted production because of hot, dry 
weather. Requirements of the trade ap- 
peared to be more than proportionately 
curtailed, however, and the arrivals were 
more than ample. 

Much Butter on Hand. 

There were accumulations of all kinds 
of creamery and dairy butter left in 
stores and cellars at the close of the 
week and prospects are that further re- 
ceagions will be made in prices, unless 
there is a sharp and unexpected falling 
off in marketings from the country. The 
demand appears to be purely local and 
shippers and speculators are not doing 
much buying. 

Egg receipts also showed a loss for 
the week, while the demand did not ap- 
pear to be affected by the high prices. 
An offering of fresh laid eggs were read- 
fly absorbed and the market closed in a 
strong position. 


RAILWAYS, EXPRESS, MARINE. | 


Official figures just published by the inter- 
estate commerce commission aad analyzed by 
the bureau of railway cews and statistics 
show that for the ten months to April, . 
the operating income for eleven express com- 
panies in the United States was $@28,487, only 
15 per cent of their operating income for the 
corresponding period in the previous year, or 
$4,251,465. This lots of & per cent in oper- 
ating income is the more eurprising because 
the companies covered by their services 4,000 
more miles of railway. 

This showing is the Girect result of the im- 
menee’ deflection of tonnage to the parcel post. 
At the same time, rates on the traffic ieft to 
the express companies have been cut 16 per 
cent. 

In groe receipts from operation for the ten 
months, due largely to these influences, there 
was a loss of more than $8,0(0,(08 to the 
eleven express compenics. Payments to the 
railroads for their service in the express buai- 
ness consequently fell more than §3,000,000, 
while the tonnage which would have caved this 
revenue for the carriers as express Was car- 
ried by the same railroads without pay in the 
mall cars. Operating revenues of the express 
companies thus fell $5,000,000, while a reduc- 
tion of only $1,500,000 in expenses left a loss in 
net of $3,500,000, which was aggravated by 
an increase ip taxes. 


> 
Of the eleven companies covered by the offi- 

cial figures, five reported operating deficits 
for the ten months. One of the largest ex- 
press companies alone during that period took 
in $466,258 less than it paid out to operate, 
and after paying taxes reported a deficit of 
$635,057 for the ten months’ operations. The 
others had operating deficits of $612,985, 
$247,001, $89, 965, and $26,598 respectively.

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Name of Gen. Villa Censored Out 
of All News Dispatches Sent from 
Capital. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.} 

Vera Cruz, Aug. 23.—A peaceful settle- 
ment of the internal affairs of the republic 
of Mexico seems more remote now than 
at any time since the overthrow of Por- 
firio Diaz. Gen. Carranza, as Constitu- 
tionalist leader, occupies the president's 
‘palace in Mexico City, but the tenure of 
his administration is problematical. 

Already the standard of revolt has been 
raised in many places, and to those who 
have watched the trend of developments 
recently there is the strongest doubt that 
the new régime can be maintained for 
any length of time, even with the moral 
support of the administration at Wash- 
ington. 

All dispatches sent out of Mexico City 
are subjected to a prohibitive censorship, 
and the mention of the name of Gen. Villa 
is not allowed In any news matter sent 
out of the capital.
